Justices of the Peace. 

In substituting tho system of romu- 
ncrating certain iniblic ollicors by foea, 
for the Crown Colony ay.stuiu of fixotl 
salaries, the groiitest awe sliould bo tiikon 
in tlie Holection of suitable jxsi-.son.s to clis- 
charge tho variolic dntioM. The iniiltifonn 
and important naturo of tho iluiies which 
must devolve upon Justices of tho Poaoo 
under the new system makes it ospocially 
necessary that the utmost circumspuc- 
tion should bo observed in making this 
class of appointments. In trntli, it is 
just hero where success or fuiluro must 
chiofly hinge; for unless the country be 
permeated, ao to speak, with a good, con- 
Borvativo statt'of Justices, there is but t )0 
much reason for a[)prehoniling ditliculty 
in working out the foo system. Th t 
material enough exists, we do not doubt. 
How to get "tho i-iglit men in tho right 
place," — tlioro's tho rub. It is not ahvay-t 
the man who jjuslius himself foru iinl oi- 
gets his parsonal friends to push him 
forwArJ, that is the best man in tlie uoigli- 
borliood. Indeed, tha convorso is gen- 
erally the fact. He who would, from 
personal ambition or from private revenge, 
thrust himiolf into the C.jmmiasion, is a 
dangerous man, in wliose hinds ma2[ist-'- 
rial powers wmilil ever lidilp to abuse. 
Tha quiet, thinking, m iral man of the 
neighborliood, the man to whoiu settlers 
would naturally refer their little disputes, 
is the man for tho position. Every 
neighb3urho.-)d posse.sses smh an one; 
and it will ba the duty of the FiXecutive, 
nideil, by tlio member for tho District, to 
seek him out. We have said, aided by tlu? 
member. There arises another resiioiisi- 
bility. Very mucli will depend upon the 
manner in whicii mombors discharge tiieir 
duty in this respect. These relk-ctions 
have been suggested by circumstances 
■which have recently transpired in an im- 
portant settlement in this Province. An 
individual eminently unlUtod in most ro- 
Bpeets for tho position, induced ii near 
rel. ti e to iiawk a petition lo md praying 
that lie might bo appointed a J ustieo oi 
the Peace. Through misrepresentation 
and an artful manipulation of local jea- 
lousies, a goodly array of signatures was 
obtained, and tho jietition was duly for- 
warded to tho Executive. Wiienevor the 
movement became known, the alarm was 
sounded, ami, (Ui calm seconil thought, 
many regretted having nttaehed their 
namc<4 to the petition. What was to be 
done? It would ne\erdo to have made 
a Justice of tho I'oaee. As a coun- 
ter movoment, a second petition was start- 
ed, praying for the api)ointment of an os- 
timat)lo settlor. It was ros|)ectably sign- 
ed, aigne.l by some who had been induce 1 
to sign tho first; aud it, too, was trans- 
mitted to the E ocutive. Fearing, how- 
ever, that this might not be sufficiently 
pointed, u third petition was started dis- 
tinctly pni}in-r again t lli> first, and wo 
hive Leon led to lielieve that wlien it 
comes down it will lie found to bear sitr- 
nitu.'os that wore attached to both of tlie 
others. What tho ujishotof this petitioi.- 
ing and counter petitioning will be re- 
mains to bo seen. Our object in mention- 
ing this instance is loss to place the Exe- 
cutive on their gnard than to ]iut the peo- 
plj on theirs. A certain ainuunt of re- 
sponsibility must attach to those who jie- 
tition for anv partieularappoinlniont, and 
they would do well to e.verei-e a litdo 
care. Tho country is now called upon to 
work out tho princi])les of self-govern- 
ment, and especiiilly in matters of this 
kind. British C(d'iiial)ia "expects that 
every maii will do his duty." 



Roast Beef 9.nd Portfolios 

The importance of opening a trail con- 
necting the groat pastoral lands beyond 
the Cascailes with a point on the sea- 
boaril to which live stock cnuhl be con- 
eniently driven, and where it could be 
shipped to Victoria and Nanaimo, has re- 
peatedly been pointed out in these col- 
umns. It h.^3 for three successive .ses- 
sions been urged on the floor of the 
House. Last year the railway survey 
was used as an excuse for farther pro- 
cr.vstination. This year live thous;uid 
dollars have baeu set apart for that olj- 
ject. Five thousand dollars ! Why, tin 
inadequacy of tho sum is too palpable to 
require pointingout. Double the amount 
is the lowest flgnre we have hoard nuMi- 
tioned as being necessary for a projior 
execution of th(> work. No nim-o couli] 
bo spared '! The f/ovcniiniMit could not 
spare more than live thousand cbdlars to- 
wards enabling the interior to supply tlie 
seaboard with beef, thereby retaining 
someone hundred and lifty thousand dol- 
lars a year in the eountry; and yet tlie 
same Government conld squander six 
thousand five hundred and fifty dcdlars a 
year njion a now Deparlmeiil that is just 
ab Hit as much needed us u liflh wln-ei to 
a "(jaeh. Thnv must have a Miiiist'-r of 
Agriculture, with his .•?;!, a year and 
his retinae of assistants. They must have 
a Bneolic Minister, with another portfolio 
in the back-ground. And all this foolish, 
and wor.so than foolish expenditure, 
while the great piistoial Districts ai'o 
cut off from the in-iiicipal mark(!ts 
for lack of ten ihousiuid do lars 
to open coinmiiniciition. A Pastoral 
Minister indeed ! A good trail and a 
bridge at Lillooet connecting the pastoral 
Lands with tho seaboard would be of 
more real benefit to the country than a 
BC(.r-!ofnow .Ministers, even if they did 
not cost anything. The Pusioml J)is;r'irt.i 
leant au oiillrl, not a Mlnhli r. 'V\io aeliou 
of the Government in thus swallowing up 
in useless ollires money so much needed 
to carry out important reprodnetive i)ub- 
lie works, cannot be too severely censured. 
Talk nbout tho prodigality of their prede- 
cessors ! The late ;Ministry never ot- 
tempted anythingso unjustitiablo — nnju.st- 
ifiable not alone on financial grounds, but 
because it is calculated to render Ri.'spon- 
aible Government a mere nullity by' de 
atroying the balance of power.

Murder! 

Tho Body of a Man with a Bullet-hole 
In his He^d Found in the Pest House 

Barn < I 

Yesterday aftoriiooii a man passing the 
pcstliouse, near lieaeon Hill, was impelled 
by curiotsity to enter tho oiicloauro autl 
take a look at the buihlings. ' Ho first 
diroctoil his steps towards tho barn, and 
on ontoring its doors, was Hurprised to 
seo tiio form of a man lying on tho lloor, 
near Olio of the stalls. Thinking that tho 
person was drunk, ho walkoil up with the 
intention of arousing him; but a closu in- 
spection soon convinced him that tlioiiiaii 
was stone dt^iul and that a bulli^t had 
passed through the forehead and lodged 
in the brain. The body lay partly on • its 
face and belly. The discoverer ininiodi- 
ately infornuvl tho I'olioe and C)l!icer 
Clark went out with a van and oai-ried tho 
remains to tho I'cdice liarrtudcs, when! it 
was viewed last night by hniidred.s, none 
of whom, liowovor, suceeoilod in identify- 
ing the body. Not tlio slightest stain of 
blood is visible in tho barn or anywhera 
about tho place, or on the clothes or face 
of tho dead man.

The body is that of a ])owerfully- 
bnilt imui, about i!.") yo;irR of ago, six feet 
inluiiitht, st laielit ii.s an arrow and broad 
across thi^ tdiost. The eyes tire gi-oy. Tli(< 
hands are tliosi' n{ a hard- working in. ui . 
His complexion is li;;lit; hair tmd whis 
kors dark brown---tlie latttu- full, with 
moustache. The clothing is scrupulous- 
ly idean. It consists of grey ovorshirt, 
gray uinloi shirt , iieppei -tind-salt pants, 
new Cotton sm-ks ;ind welld)!,i(dioil aiioes. 
iind the strangest pan of the story is that 
his shoos bear no marks uf having lioon 
walkeil in since t hey were last cdeaiicd. 
Tlie appearance of tiio body indicates that 
life had not long been extinct, certainly 
not more than 4.S hours. Saturday 
was a wot day, Sunday was a 
line day, but there was snow on tho 
ground and a slight tlniw occnrreil and 
it would have boon impossible for a 
man to havo w.ilkod any groat dis- 
tance without toiling his shoes. Tho 
throat, too, bears marks of vi(d(!non— as 
if the man had been partitiliy choked or 
strangled and liiiished witli a jiistol Iiall; 
the body dressed by tho mnrihu-ers and 
and <'arriod to the jilace where it was de- 
positotl. An inquest will be liohl to-day 
at one p. m., when, it is hoped, the rays- 
tory which at present hangs over this 
most horrible affair will be unravelled. 
There was niueli excitement in town last 
night consequent U])oii the ghastly dis- 
I'overy. Vtirions tlioories wore advaiu^ed. 
Tho idea of suii,'ido was scouted liy all. 
A thorough seartdi of the iiremises and 
surroundings will be made this morning 
for a clue that will serve to further tho 
ends of justice.
